Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: figures 1A-C numbers 20a-c, 28, 30, and 32. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: fig. 1A 
motion control system 26 and communications system 24 are referenced 
incorrectly by the specification on page 6 lines 20 and 21 respectively. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the 
service request may be transmitted across the communications network" which 
renders the claim indefinite. It is unclear whether or not the service request 
envelope is transmitted across the communications network. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sato et 
al. (EP 821522 A2). Sato et al. discloses a system for transferring a service 
request between a client application (fig. 1 #1002, p. 3 lines 51-52) and a motion 
control system (fig. 1 #1001) using a communications network (Abstract lines 1- 
3), comprising: 

o a client build module for building a service request envelope for containing 
the service request (p. 3 lines 51-54, The service request is communicated 
using the HTTP protocol. The service request must therefore be wrapped in a 
HTTP packet (service request envelope).), where 
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o the service request is associated with a service performed by the 
motion control system (p. 4 lines 22-25, The service request provides a 
command.), and 

o the service request envelope may be transmitted across the 
communications network (As discussed above, the service request is in 
the form of a HTTP packet transmitted across the Internet.); 
o a service request format module for extracting the service request form 
the service request envelope and transmitting the service request to the 
motion control system (p. 4 lines 22-25, see figure 2).
